What is need­ 
ed now is a meeting of every citizen 
of Ku shville, a free thinking and pop­ 
u lar meeting, and things discu ssed 
straight from the shou lder. 
In other 
words call spades spades and clu bs 
clu bs. 
No need of any bitterness or 
hard feeling. 
Never yet has that got 
anybody anything. 
Bu t men wou ld 
get together at a meeting of that kind 
They cou ld give their ideas and hear 
what other people have to say. Make 
it a big social gathering fo r men to 
discu ss things of vital interest to be 
city.

Of cou rse, there is no su ch 
instance here, bu t we confidently be­ 
lieve that a good bu siness men’s as­ 
sociation cou ld correct several little 
difficu lties which exist here at the 
present.

from the Terre H au te National bank, 
and Frank H. Nicolai, who embezzled 
a few thou sand dollars from the City 
National bank at Au bu rn. 
\V. II. M arker and Noah Marker, 
who are charged with getting away 
with something like $100,000 from the 
F irst National bank at Tipton; Pau l C. 
Gall of this city , charged with com­ 
plicity with Emmerich in the embez­ 
zlement 
from 
the Capital 
National 
bank, and Oscar F. Cochrane, who was 
arrested recently in New York on a 
charge of embezzling money from the 
American National bank, this city , two 
y ears ago, pleaded not gu ilty , and the 
time for their hearings will be set 
later. 
W alter E. Scholze, who was indicted 
on the charge of cou nterfeiting and 
hav ing in his possession and passing 
cou nterfeit silv er dollars, was fined 
$100 and was sentenced to fiv e y ears 
at hard labor at the Leav enworth fed­ 
eral prison, on a plea of gu ilty .
